In“general,  the  systems  of  ...sewerage  of  the  district  are  unsatisfactory,  and 
modifications  and  in cruimct  ions  of  new  schemes  for  existing  layouts  and  for  areas 
as  yet  unsewered  will  be  essential  on  the  execution  of  main  water  supplies. 

111.,  i^JJSE  ^.lOVAL  AHD  DISPOSAL. 

Removal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority.  With  the 
exception  of  very  isolated  homes,  collection  is  maintained  throughout  the 
district  by  two  vehicles.  For  this  purpose,  the  area  is  divided,  the  vehicle  in 
the  western  area  utilizing  the  services  of  the  controlled  tip  at  Penzance,  and 
the  eastern  portion  being  catered  for  on  the  Council* s  tip  at  Gwithian  Towans. 

Rat  disinfestation  has  been  carried  out  on  the  Council’s  tip  under  the 
Infestation  Order  1943  under  supervision  of  che  Ministry  of  Pood  with  good 
results.
